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CA Proclamation ſignifying his Maieſties pleaſure, to confirme by all meanes the 
eſtates ofhis Subiects againſt all defects in their Aſſurances, and all concealed Titles. 


He Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie (hauing alwayes before his eyes a ſerious conſideration of 


that great and weightie Charge which is committed to him koꝛ the gouernement of ſo many fa- 
mous Countreys and people, ouer whome the : « © of Kings hath made him Supꝛeme Head 
land Ruler, and doeth expect at his hands (out of duetie to his Diuine Maieſtie) the ſame Care» 
and feeling of all things concerning his Subiects, which the naturall head (by inflinct ol Na; 
ture) hath of the leaſt member of the naturall body; is pleaſednow, aſwell out of his long erpe⸗ 
>) rience of Regall Authozitie, exerciſed in another great and ancient Kingdome, befoze his com⸗ 

ming to the Crowne of England, as out of the Rules of his owne Juſtice andmoderate diſpoſiti- 


on in allthings, to ſeene tobe enfozmed particularly and fully, udhether the courſes that haue bene taken, oz may here⸗ 
after foꝛ enquirie oꝛ recouerie of his Maieſties rightfull Titles (caſt vpon him by Law) may not moꝛe diſturbe and endo⸗ 
mage his good and louing Subiects, then ſtands with the iuſt meaſure of his owne deſires; who eſteemeth his greateſt 
riches to be included in the treaſurie of his Subiects hearts. In which reſpect, Although his Maieſtie is not ignozant, 
that by the rule ol Law no time can pꝛeiudice the Rights of the Kings of this Realme, but that contrarywiſe, the continu⸗ 
ance of time is ſaid in Law rather to increaſe, and aggrauate the wꝛong, then to extenuate oz purge the ſame; And that in 
many caſes betweene Subiect and Subiect (by common experience) ancient poſſeſſious are euicted and ouerthꝛowen by 
Titles moꝛe ancient: Yet ſuch is his highnes Pꝛincely dilpolition, as he is willing to make them ſind, both the effects ol his 
Bountie and Grace, and the due meaſure of his Integritie and Conſcience, And therefoze being enkoꝛmed by his Maie⸗ 
ſties Tommiſſioners and Officers, (employed aſwell oꝛdinarily, as extraozdinarily, in the care ot his Revenues) That 
the poſſeſſions of his Subiects, haue, and doe dayly fall within the danger ol Law (aſwell concerning their Landes of 
Inheritance, as their L eaſes from his Maieſtie oꝛ his Pꝛogenitoꝛs ſoꝛ liues 02 yeeres) by many wayes and meanes; Not 
onely vpon points of defect in Foꝛme, but euen in points of Subſtance molt iuſt and weightie; As in reſpect of exchanges 
with the Eramno. not deln conueped 02 executed on the Subicets part : Of the falſitie of Conſiderations materiall, vpon 
which the Letters Patents haue bene obteintd · Of the falſitie of Suggeſtiong, whereby the Ring hath beene decerurg, 
and ſometimes ancient Crowne Lands haue bene caried away, as if they had bene but new Augmentations of Revenues 
by Attainder, oꝛ the line; Of Jntayles made to the Bings ol this Realme, oꝛ deſcended to them from their Anceſters, 
whereby it appeareth, that the King hath not bene truely enfozmed of his eſtate, when he made his grant, hauingnoin- 
tention of diſinheriſon of his Iſſue in Tayle, againſt the Lawe; Of referring to other Letters Patents, where many 
times there are none ſuch, as by the recitall are ſuppoſcd; Of inluflicient ſauing, oꝛ pꝛouiding foz that eſtate oꝛ beneſite, 
which is intended to the King vpon the Letters Patents, by wap ok exception, Reſernation, oꝛ otherwiſe; Of want of 
pꝛoper and apt woꝛds, ſuch as the Law docth require, cuen in a caſe betweene Subicct and Subiect; Of paſſing their 
Grants vnder a wꝛong Scale, contrary to the grounds ol Law, oꝛ expꝛeſſe Actes ot Parliament; Of want ot Offices, oꝛ 
inſulſiciencie of Offices, whereby the Rings Title not rightly appearing, his Grants could not but paſſe in darkeneſſe; 
Andmany other the line defects in matter and ſubſtance, beſides the defects, errours; omiſſions, and miſpꝛiſions in wꝛi⸗ 
ting and in koꝛme, which are no lefle dangerous in ftrictneſſe of Law: And his Maieſtie being further enfo:med, That 
the poſſeſſions of his louing Subiects may alſo be impeached and b:ought in queſtion vpon other Titles not hauing any 
dependance vpon defectiue Letters Patents, but vpon other points of diuerſe natures, and yet all warranted by the 
Lawes of this Land; As vpon Eſcheats by Attaindozs oz other wiſe, vpon Title accrued by Diſlolttion, Surrender, 
Suppꝛeſſion, o2 relinquiſhing of Monaſterics, encrochements vpon his Maieſties tdaſtes and high Wayes, which is a 
meere vlurpation and intruſion vpon his Maieſties poſſeſſion , not coloured by anypꝛetence of Title; Upon occupation 
of dꝛowned lande by time recouered from the Sea, which by his £Bateſtics Pꝛerogatiue belongeth to the Crowne; 
pon Tythes detained, which lie out of all Pariſhes; vpon Alienations in Moꝛtmaine, purchaſes by Aliens, and the 
_ like; And laſtly vpon condition bꝛoken koꝛ non payment of Lent at the daxres appointed, and other the line Actes not per⸗ 
foꝛmed: His Maieſtie conceiueth it to be a wozke wozthy of himſelle to ſettle (as much as in him is) at once, a peace and 
quietne ſſe in the poſſeſſions of his Subiccts. 
And as his Maieſtie hath heretofoze ſuſpended the rigour ol a Legall pꝛoſecution in theſe caſes, and turned it into a graci⸗ 
ons compoſition, vpon a ſummary conlideration of the title, whereby both rhe charge of Sute, a the extremityof Euiction 


mought be auoided: So his Dighnelle vnderſtanding, that euen that courſe of fauour doth not anſwere oꝛ attaine(inſome 
circumſtances) to that meaſure ofgrace, which he intendeth to his louing Subiects; Jspleaſed, that there be a ceſſation 
alſoof that fozmer pzoceeding, And therefoze, although his Maieſtie knowes, that no oꝛdinary foꝛme of Legall pzocee- 
ding, concludes the intereſt. noꝛ time extinguiſheth the right of Soueraigne Pzinces, that many Pzerogattues aſſiſt him, 
chat the voyce of the Lawes interpets the beſt to be taken foz him, and that he hath all aduantages, ſauing a heart that 
will take no aduantage: And although the pꝛelent neceſlity of his eſtate ( whereof the ſplendoꝛ and greatneſſe is ſo inlar⸗ 
ged) may iuſtly perlwade any lawfullJmpzoucment ofthe pꝛolits ol the Crowne; Pet it hath pleated him, as a pledge of 
greater fauour intended towards his Subiects, then euer they receiued from his Pꝛedeceſloꝛs, (ſetting apart all other con 
ſiderations of pzofit to himtelte, oꝛ power ouer his good Subiects in this kinde) by this Pꝛoclamation to declare, that he 
is fully reſolued, that all his louing Dubiects ſhall partake ofthis grace to haue all the ſtates oł their Lands confirmed and 
made perfect, and to be diſcharged ol all meane pꝛolits and Illues whatſoeuer heretofoze due oꝛ Incurred, notwithſtan⸗ 
ding any the defects oꝛ imperfections befoze mentioned, oz any other whattoeuer; So as their eſtates be not by time erpi⸗ 
red and determined hefoze, as in caſe of Fntayles already ſpent and runne out: In which caſe the deteining ol any Land 
from his Maieſtie is to Iniurious, ag no pꝛiuate man could willingly indure to be ſodefrauded, oꝛ wytch grace and fa- 
uour, as the Subiect ſhalbe no further charged fo: euer herealter, then by payment of fiue yeeres Fine at the vttermolt, ac- 
coꝛding to the olde Rent, and the ſame to be Rated onely as it appeareth to be in value by fozmer office,by particuler, oꝛ els 
by oath oz affidauit, befozeſome Commiſſioners without further examination thereof, oz any maner of Diſcouery oꝛ decla⸗ 
ration ofany Jmperfection oꝛ Jaualidity ok their titles in any of thoſe things foz which they made offer of Compoſition : 
So his Maieſtie doth not doubt, but his diſcreete and louing Subiects (comparing all circumltances together, aſwell 
conliderable in his owne Perſon as theirs) with due acknowledgement and gratitude will imbzace this Fauour ſo gract- 
oully offered, and not to fozeflow the time of acceptation ofit , which his Maieſtie doth hereby limitte to be befoze the ende 
of Michaelmas Terme next, ſeeing they and their poster tie may thereby be ſo well ſecured in their eſtates and Patrimo⸗ 
niesfoz euer. Foz the perfect accompliſhment of which his Maieſties gracious intention towards his louing Subiectg, 
thus expꝛeſſed by this declaration, his Highneſſe is pleaſed by his Commiſſion vnder the great Seale of England, to giue 
full and abſolute power and authoꝛitie to certaine ſelected Commillioners ot his Maieſties pꝛiuie Counſell and others, to 
giue Oꝛder and Warrant foz ſuch Gifts, Graunts, Conũrmations, and other Aſſurances to be made and paſſed vnder the 
great Seale of England, oꝛ Sꝛale of the Duchie of Lancaſter, oꝛ by Fines to be leuied, oꝛ by all oꝛ any other thoſe waxes 
and meanes as ſhall be found needefull and requiſite fo: the ſeuerall Caſes, And as by the Counſaile learned ofthe parties 
that ſhall deſire ſuch Aſſurances reipectiueiy, vpon conference with his Maieſties learned Counſell wall be thought fitte 
andreaſonable, And foz their better and moze abſolute Aſſurance againſt all future vouves oz auoſtions whatſoeuer, his 
Maieſtie doeth by theſe pzeſents publich and declare, that he is to g to Conſirme and eſtablich their Taacee and Poſs 
ſeſſions againſt all Claymes, Titles, and erceptiouis whatſoeuer, that he is pleaſed that it be pzopounded to the next Par⸗ 
liament, Thatſuch Gifts, Grauncs, Confirmations, and other alſurances as ſhall bee made in perfozmance and execu⸗ 
tion of this his Pꝛincely intention, may be ratified and confirmed againſt Him, his Heires and Succeſſoꝛs foꝛ euer, by au- 
thozitie of Parliament; An alto to giue his Royall aſſent thereunto, when they ſhall be bꝛought to that point: And doth 
likewiſe hereby pꝛomiſe to giue to any his louing Subiects (that ſhall ſeeke it) his Royall Couenant to be inſerted into the 
bookes of their Xſſurances to the effect afozeſayd. And foz the eaſe of Charge to the Subiert in paſſing ſuch their Alluran⸗ 
ces; Jt hath pleaſed his Highneſſe aſwell to giue oꝛder that there ſhall be an abatement of the ozdinary Fees payd at the 
Seales,as alſo to permit diuers perſons to ioyne in one Patent. till their ſeuerall Purchaſes doe amount to Fozty pounds 
accoꝛding to the olde Rent, whereupon the Compoſition ſhall be grounded, And becauſe the ſayd Commiſſioners being 
molt ol them of his Mateſties pꝛiuie Counſell, (and therefoze oꝛdinarily imployed in the greateſt affaircs ofthe Kingdome) 
thallnot haue ſo fit meanes at all times to receiue and heare the firſt motions of his Maieſties Subiects, that ſhall defire 
ſuch new Aſſurances asafozfayd; Dis Highneſſe hath therefoze appoynted his Atturney and Sollicitoꝛ generall, to be 
ready from time to time, to heare and conferre with his Subiects and their Counſell concerning the pzemilles, that they 


may be ſure to receiue their diſpatch with all poſſible expedition and fauour,
